Should laws excluding Mexican 
labor from the United States be en- 
acted by Congress, 20,000 negroes 
from the Southern States will come 
to California immediately to work in 
fields and orchards at $1 a day. In- 
formation to this effect was received 
last week by the Agricultural Labor 
Bureau of the San Joaquin Valley, ac- 
cording to announcement from the 
California Development’ Association. 


At a mass meeting of large land- 
holders at Murphy’s, Calaveras coun- 
ty, last week agreement was reached 
to establish a 40,000 game refuge in 
Calaveras and Toulumme counties, 
including part of Stanislaus Nationa) 
Forest. Boundaries will be fixed 


within two weeks and the project} 


placed before the State Fish and Game 
Commissioner and the Legislature. It 
will be asked that the refuge be closed 
for ten years. 


California headquarters af the Am- 
erican Legion has just received the 
silver trophy given by the kate Fred- 
eric W. Galbraith, Jr., national com- 
mander at the time of his death, to 
the state recording the greatest num- 
ber of “man-miles” in attendance at 
the national legion convention. Cal- 
ifornia chalked up. 7,700,000 “man- 
miles” in sending 1,136 delegates to 
the Paris convention last fall. The 
Galbraith cup, a permanent. trophy, 
also came: to California in 1923. 


The California Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association will hold its annual 
convention in 1929 in Sacramento. 
Word that the association has accept- 
ed the invitation of the Sacramento 
Tourist and Convention Bureau to 
hold its next session at Sacramento 
was contained in a telegram received 
by L. W. Hayes, manager of the con- 
vention bureau. The newspaper pub- 
lishers’ association will meet at Sac- 
ramento in January with approxima- 
tely 400 publishers from all parts of 
the state in attendance. 


A list of gifts totalling $13,000 in 
cash or material of estimable value, 
and many other gifts whose value can- 
not readily be quoted, were accepted 
by the Board of Regents of the Uni- 
versity of California at their annual 
meeting on.the campus of the Uni- 
versity at Los Angeles, Tuesday morn- 
ing, February 14, 

The hand of the law was laid upon 
a grand total of 135,000 California 
motorists during 1927, they being 
fined, jailed or otherwise punished 
for violations of the State motor ve- 
hicle act. The State motor vehicle 
department announces that actual re- 
ports on violations filed with the de- 
partment number 85,000. Jt is eati- 


mated there are at least 50,000 addi- 
tional violations which judges of Cal- 
ifornia have failed to report. 
Agricultural interests in the San 
Bernardino Valley are evidencing in- 
terest in the first intensive reforest- 
ation program~ever attempted in the 
San Bernardino mountains, during 
which 15,000 young. pines will be 
tramsplanted along the Rim-of-the- 
World this month. The trees will be 
planted under direction of S. A. Nash- 
Boulden, Sapervisor of the San Ber- 


nardino National Forest, and County 


Forester Roy M.~Tuttle, in territory 
burned over in 1922. 

With several plans of proceedure 
suggested for Federal acquisition of 
private timber lands inside the Yo- 
semite National Park, Governor C. C 
Young, it was announced last week, 
has been asked to use his influence 
in preventing any action which will 
tend to reduce the size of the park. 
Approximately 4,000 acres are said 
to be privately owned within the park, 
and it is generally agreed that these 
lands should be obtained by the gov- 
ernment, according to Charles A. 
Whitmore, the governor’s private sec- 
retary, who characterizes private 
holdings inside national parks as “a 
thorn in the side of park administra- 
tion.’ 

San Francisco and \Los. Angeles 
counties will receive more than one- 
third of the 1927 State moter vehicle 
fees for use in maintenance of county 
highways, it was announced a few 
days ago by the State Division of Mot- 
or Vehicles. Los Angeles will receive 
$1,500,610.12 on the basis ‘of vehicle 
registrations for the last year the 
announcement said, and $298,660.12 
will go to San Francisco. The state 
law provides that half the total. motor 
vehicle feés shall go to the State 
Highway Commission and half to the 
county government for highway up- 
keep and repair. The announcement 
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stated that Los Angeles registered 
689,902 vehicles during 1927, an in- 
crease of 42,995 over the previous 
year. San Francisco registered 135, 
729 against 7,489. Though complete 
state totals are not yet available it 
was stated Alameda connty will re- 
ceive an apportionment of $269,254,13, 
on 126,101 vehicle registrations. 

The Lassen Volcanic National Park 
ultimately is to become the tourist 
mecea of northern California is the 
prediction made at Sacramento fol- 
lowing announcement that Congress- 
man H. L. Engelbright had succeeded 
in getting into the new national park 
program an appropriation of $521,- 
006. This amount is for completion 
of the present loop road now under 
construction and for construction of 
a road from the Werner valley en- 
trance to some point on the main loop 
road between Summit lake and lower 
Kings Creek Meadows. 

Bids for the new $100,000 machinery 
exhibit building at the State Fair will 
be opened March 9 at 2 o’clock in the 
office of George B. McDougal, state 
architect, he announces. Work will 
begin on the structure within 30 days 
so that it may be ready for occupan- 
cy by the time of the 1928 fair next 
September. The new building, one- 
story in height, will have a frontage 
of about 280 feet and a length of 385 
feet. 

As a reflection of the building and 
the community progress that follows 
the establishment of a _ university, 
plans for another impressive structure 
adjacent to the Westwood campus of 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles have just been announced by 
southern California Masonic officials. 
The proposed building is to cost $250,- 
000 and will be used by students affil- 
fated with the Masonic order.or whose 
parents are so affiliated, as a club- 
house and social center. Construc- 
tion of the University buildings on the 
campus proper is well under way. 

Members of the philosophy depart- 
ment of the University of California 
at. Los Angeles are attempting to 
make a complete collection of the 
works of the Dr. Josiah Royce, gradu- 
ate of the University, one of the most 
eminent “philosophers America has 
ever known, and recently pronounced 
one of California’s four greatest men. 

The body of a man believed to be 
one of the missing transpacific Dole 
flyers was washed ashore near Ven- 
tura last week.. The only identifica- 
tion possible was bits of ‘clothing, 
identified as_that of the Navy, cling- 
ing to the body which gave evidence 
of having been in deep salt water for 
some time. The only naval aviator 
unaccounted for in the Dole flight 
was Lieut. Vilas R. Knope of San 
Diego. He was the navigator of the 
ill-fated Miss Doran, which carried 
John A. Pedlar as pilot and Miss Mil- 
dred Doran as a passenger. Pedlar 
and Miss Doran were from Flint, Mich. 

Plans for the second annual obser- 
vance of Narcotic Education Week, 
February 22-29, as a means of bringing 
home to the people of America the 
growing dangers of the narcotic drug 
evil were announced last week at the 
office of Governor C. C. Young. The 
educational program is to be empha- 
sized through the public schools, mo- 
tion pictures, the press and the radio 
in all parts of the country, according 
to arrangements being made by the 
world conference on narcotic educa- 
tion. 

Reports that Francis Drake, editor 
of*a Los Angeles labor publication, 
is being backed by Southern Calif- 
ornia friends fer appointment tc the 
State industrial accident commission 
were being circulated in political cir- 
cles at the Capitol last week. The 
position for,whjch Drake was men- 
tioned is that of Commissioner J. E. 
Olmsted of Petaluma who has indicat- 
ed to Governor Young his desire to 
resign from the State service at the 
executive’s convenience. ‘ : 

Public hearings, starting in Sacra- 
mento on March Ist, will be held by 
the state tax commission under a plan 
adopted at a meeting of the commis- 
sion in San Francisco last week.

City Council Passes 
Several New Laws 


The city council met in regular 
session last Tuesday night with J. C. 
Ellis presiding the the absence of the 
mayor. 

A communication was received ask- 
ing for permissiqn to build manholes 
in the streets in Stanford Park and 
was referred: to Commissioner Har- 
com for attention. 

A commnnication was reaj from 
E. H. Jarvais protesting against the 
payment of a license Inder the new 
ordinance. Jervais conducts a_ friut 
warehouse in the cty but says that he 
does no business in Menlo Park. 

The matter was referred to Com- 
missioner Brown of the Police de- 


-partment for consideration. 


A protest was received and read 
from N. H. Campbell of the Bunga- 
lito Auto Camp protesting against the 
payment of a $15 license fee, ie. $10 
for his auto camp and $? for the 
store run n_ connection therewith. 
He contends that the camp cannot be 
run without the store and that it is 
all one business. The matter was 
referred to ‘Councilman Brown for 
adjustment, 

Councilman Ellis reported on the 
matter of installing new lights on the 
streets and stated that under the law 
at present it. was necessary for 25 
residents of the ditsrict to sign a pe- 
tition for new lights after which the 
petition was. presented to the county 
supervisors for their order for the 
lights. Ellis thought that with the 
beginning of the new fiscal year the 
city might take over the lighting dis- 
trict and thus attend to its own light- 
ing problems, but if this were done 
now there would considerable cost at- 
tached thereto, 

A gambling ordinance was given 
its second reading and passed as a 
law on the unanimous vote of the 
council, ; 

The much talked of building ordi- 
nance was given its second reading 
and carried. This provides for a fee 
of $1 per $1000 estimated cost of the 
building but there will be no fee if 
the cost is less than $100. 

An ordinance fixing the license for 
male dogs at $2 and females at $4 a 
year and providing for the regulation: 
of dogs running loose on the street 
was likewise made a law, 

It was ordered that an advertise- 
ment be placed in the Palo Alto 
Times for a poundmaster in order to 
get the ordnance to working at nee. 
The»Chief of Police will collect the 
license fee. 

These ordinances will be published 
next week in the Recorder, 

A garbage ordinance was discussed 
and the city attorney was ordered to 
prepare one at once, : 

The Chief of Police brought up the 
matter of the city securing insurance 
for its employees and the clerk was 
ordered to make the proper applica- 
tion, 

On motion to Chief or Police was 
ordered to hire a man at a cost not 
to exceed $5 and have the highway in 
the vicinity of Santa Cruz avenue 
cleaned up and the nails and pieces of | 
wire removed from the roadway. 

The board adjourned to meet on 
Tuesday, March 6th.
